jogged it back, football-style, for 
stowing in the lunar rover. 
When they boarded Orion for the 
night, the astronauts tracked dirt 
into the clean cabin and were 
further dismayed to discover that

... it popped out of that stowage and 
busted the snaps.” 
Ground controllers said air in the 
seaU‘d food containers had expanded 
in the vacuum of the cabin while the 
astronauts were outside, unsnapping 
their boxes, but that restoring them 
would be no problem with re- 
pressurization.

‘‘It’s times like these that make 
me proud to be a Democrat,” said 
Hall, obviously miffed at the sudden 
roadblock to bringing his city the 
Republican,

Democratic National Convention, 
which opens here July 10. 
Hall said he didn’t know whether 
the problem was really the change 
in dates; an attempt by the GOP to 
use the threat of moving to Miami 
Beach as “ leverage” to get things 
worked out in San Diego, or possibly

city. 
“ 1 don’t know if we’re being 
used,” but if we are I sorely object 
to it,“ said the whitehaired mayor.

the year. Of the first six Saint 
batters, five went down on strikes. 
The other walked and was picked 
off. 
But Hall had pulled a rib muscle 
against Arroyo Grande last week, 
and aggravated it when his Great 
Dane pounced on him this morning. 
He began to feel pain, despite 
yards of tape that wound around his 
ribs. Even so, he made it through 
the third, fourth and fifth, giving up 
only one run. 
But the Saints began to make solid 
contact in the sixth and Bill Boyer 
came in to relieve.
